Plan to Aid Victims of Persecution

A Bill is now pending before the Rules

HUMAN RIGHTS. 
As recorded briefly in our columns last 


week, the Economic and Social Council of 


the United Nations has registered a decision 


with regard to the Draft Covenant of Human 


Rights, which it has decided to transmit to 
the General Assembly for a ruling on 
certain important questions of policy. One 
must hesitate to term this decision a step 
forward, since its essence is that it marks 
time, and there are many who, conscious of 


the deficiencies of the present Draft Coven- 
ant. will be glad that a document which 
might have discredited their cause has not 


been pushed forward. Provisions enjoining 


respect for human rights and the funda- 
mental freedoms were wrilten. into. the 


: Charter of the United Nations because it was 


felt that the denial of them, notably by the 
Nazis, was more than a matter of domestic 
pride or concern, but was part of the process 
from which the Second World War resulted. 


It is all the more tragic, therefore, though : 


hardly a denial of the truth of this belief, 


that the taking of a step forward in the - 


international protection of human_ rights 
should have had to be considered while the 
clash of arms was uppermost in men’s minds. 
This matter is of general concern, but as 


Jews have been specially exposed to the 
denial of human rights, it is only natural 
that the Jewish bodies accredited -to the.

. there 


Speculation. inguity, 


SPANISH ENIGMA 


The Spaniards in Their History. By

as the “ new vital source for the develop- 
ment of all spheres of science,” | 
he has undertaken a struggle “ against 
the Pharisees and Talmudists in science 
to overcome stagnation and dogmatism.” 
There is. of course, no justification for 
suggesting that the term “ Talmudist” 
as used by Stalin and Lysenko is in any 


way meant to be derogatory to the Jews. . 


What both these Russian leaders intend to 
denounce is the tendency of some of the 
Marxists to evolve hair-splitting theories. 
Nevertheless. this use of the. word 
“ Talmudist,” always associated — with 
Jewish scholars, can, in the minds of the

AN indication of the changes 
which have come about in the

Israel is to be found in the con- 
troversy which has been taking place 
in Zionist circles recently on the ques- 


_ tion of whether or ‘not elections to the 


Zionist Congress should be arranged. 

It is noteworthy that the Zionist 
Organisation of America, numerically 
the strongest Zionist body in the 
world, and the Zionists of South 
Africa, who are regarded qualitatively 
as the best organised section of the 
Zionist Movement, are independently 


_ of each other coming to the conclusion | 
that no elections should be held. 


The Convention of the Z.0.A. last 
month passed the following resolu- 
tion: “The Convention upholds the 
position taken by the Z.0.A. President 
opposing an electoral contest between 
Zionist parties at this time for repre- 
sentation at forthcoming World 
Zionist Congress as injurious to the 
best interest of the State of Israel and 


the Zionist Movement as a whole.” 


Poll in USA. 


The American decision must not, 
however, be attributed directly to 
present-day conditions, nor to the fact 
that since the last Congress the State 
of Israel has come into being. It js 
an open secret that despite the fact 
that the elections to the last Congress 
were held during the stormy period.of 
1946, when the Zionist movement was 
confronted with the highly debatable 
issue of .“ Maavak” (Resistance) 


versus reconciliation-——an issue. of real - 


significance—the elections in America 
aroused little interest and the poll was 
apparently so poor that it was hardly 
publicised. The fact of the matter is 
that, despite the huge membership of 
the Z.0.A., the people did not turn 
up to vote for the Congress. If any- 
thing, the position would be much 
worse if elections were .held now. 
Party conflicts outside Israel have 
_lost their sharpness, and a slender poll 
, would merely be a refiection on the 
general strength of Zionist: sentiment. 
In South Africa the position is quite 
different. © During the last elections 
30,000 Jews went to the polls. The 
entire community was roused to. a 
pitch of excitement the like of which 
was probably unequalled in the history 
of English-speaking Jewry, There was 


house-to-house: canvassing, election- 


_eering vans.and all the other trumpet- 
ings associated with civic. or parlia- 
mentary elections. 

The voting served a double purpose. 
First, it determined the composition of 


the local delegation Congress, and, 


secondly, it became a basis for the 
composition of the Executive Council 
_ of the South African Zionist Federa- 
tion. -As a result of the elections and 
of the bitter fight which was launched, 
particularly between the Revisionists 
on the one hand and the General and 
Labour Zionists: on the other, party 
machineries were built up and estab- 
lished.

Artificial Division 


All in all, it seems that before long | 


the whole election system to the Con- 
gress under the present constitution of 


the World Zionist Organisation will © 


become a dead letter.

forthcoming Congress will remain 
divided according to the various 


parties, it needs little imagination to 
realise that the division will be of an 
artificial character and hardly repre- 
sentative. of 
holders throughout the world. 

Under the circumstances a new 
system will have to be evolved. Yet 
no alternative has so far been sug- 


gested. -Party organisations are likely 


to continue through sheer force of 
inertia, and by the encouragement 
which they. receive from their head- 
quarters in Israel. They will not too 
easily surrender their birthright, nor 
can they be expected to do so without 
some other adequate system of repre- 
sentation to take its place. 

The. Convention of 
Organisation of America has adopted 
a. resolution . recommending the 
‘appointment of a committee “ fo study 
the possibility of one. unified. Zionist 
Organisation embracing all Jews of 
the Diaspora.” . It is doubtful whether 
an American product will find an 
appeal elsewhere, and it is essential 
that Zionist bodies in other parts of
